Has Wilbur U. Nesliit written a new national anlliem 
in his poem "Your Flag and My Flag?” The simple, stir¬ 
ring verses are now sweeping the country, and one enthusi¬ 
astic admirer pronounces them the best expression of .Ainori- 
can sentiment since Drake wrote his famous poem beginning 
"when Freedom from her mountain lieiglit.” Still others de¬ 
clare it to be more .American in its exiiressioii and more in 
tune with national thought of today than “The Star Spang¬ 
led Banner” or even "America.”
